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RECITAL BY FERNANDO GERMANI 


Young Organist Gives Most Dazzlingly Brilliant Organ Recital 
Andover Has Ever Had — Next Musical Event to 
Be Recital by Mme. Schumann-Heink 


\fter the recent piano-recital by Vladimir 
Horowitz not a few musicians said with good 
conscience and calm deliberation: “The 
most phenomenal piano-recital I have ever 
heard”. And precisely the similar remark 
was justified after the magnificent perform- 
ance by Fernando Germani in the George 
Washington Auditorium last Friday evening. 
The Muses are generous indeed when within 
a few weeks time they present one with the 
greatest piano and the greatest organ-recital 
one has ever heard. When asked his age, the 
modest and affable performer of last Friday 
evening replied: “I am getting quite old— 
twenty-two—next April”. Yet despite his 
youth we have never seen or heard the equal 
of his pedal-technique. Ought one be able 
to say “seen” after an organ recital? The 
distinguished Albert Schweitzer somewhere 
says that an organist ought never be seen 
because there is too great a disproportion 
between the sublimity of true organ music 
and the insignificance of the performer. 
Ideally speaking, there can be no question 
as to the correctness of Schweitzer’s remark, 
but we must confess to a sneaking pleasure in 
seeing the phenomenal dance as well as 
hearing the tones. 

As to Germani’s programme, he generously 
acceded to the suggestion to break away 
from the somewhat stereotyped repertoire 
and to give us a good percentage of Italian 
music, It was a great pleasure to hear the 
little-played concerto by “il prete rosso”, 
“the red priest”—the “red” refers to his 
hair and not his politics—Vivaldi, that pious 
Venetian violinist who is said never to have 
laid his rosary aside except to compose an 
opera—though he wrote between seventy 
and eighty of these. The outstanding bravura 
pieces of the evening, of course, were Bossi’s 
“Etudes Symphoniques”, the Allegro and

Sunshine Great Help 


in Preventing Disease 

Sunshine {s as important to chil- 
dren as food, observes Dr. R. I. Har- 
ris, writing in Hygela on the use of 
sunlight in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis. 

Sunlight has been found especially 
helpful in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis of the bones and joints, often 
called surgical tuberculosis. This 
type of tuberculosis usually spreads 
from a primary focus of infection in 
the lung until it is generalized, {no 
contrast to the localized form, which 
is limited to the area first invaded by 
the bacillus. 

A large percentage of patients with 
surgical tuberculosis can be complete- 
ly cured. In one group of adults that 
Doctor Harris has had under his care, 
eighty-five of the first hundred were 
able to return to useful occupations 
and support their families. The re- 
sults in children are even better, he 
says. 

Since 95 per cent of us have tuber- 
culous Infection some time during our 
lives and since sunlight gives us the 
best resistance against ft, it behooves 
every one to have as much as possible.

Why Persist in Scrambling the Eggs? 

What impression is conveyed by Mrs. 
Cross’ article in last week’s Townsman, and 
what have the school needs she details to do 
with the major proposition of a new $300,000 
Junior High School? The congested condition 
of the Stowe School and its need for added 
classrooms and better sanitaries has been 
apparent for the last three years. Then why 
did not Mrs. Cross put an article in our Town 
Warrant covering this need? Such an act 
would have received instant and hearty 
support. Besides, if the health conditions in 
any of our schools are so menacing to health 
as she claims, why does the Board of Health 
tolerate it? Is it not a part of their job to 
prevent such danger to our children’s health? 

Why are they silent as the Sphinx touching 
a matter so vital? 

A year ago the claim was made that the 
sanitaries of the Stowe School were a menace 
to health. These I personally inspected in 
company with the janitor. I found the room 
well lighted and well ventilated, the bowls 
scrupulously clean and absolutely free from 
odor. I congratulated the janitor for his 
Just subse care and scrupulous neatness. 


ust subsequent to my personal findings 

jowever an article appeared withdrawing 
the statement. Why this claim was pushed to 
the forefront must be apparent to anyone 
familiar with the methods of those who hunt 
for some appeal strong enough to launch a 
major proposition—a proposition having 
not the remotest relation to the health of our 
children, : 

The condition of the sanitaries of the old 
Punchard School prior to our new High 
School building, was the trump card played 
by the advocates for the new building. This 
also I personally inspected, and found a 
condition much as Mrs. Cross describes. It 
was dark and filthy, the odor was shocking 
and the whole surroundings published gross 
neglect. In attempting to flush the bowls I 
found the flush box out of order and the 
chain broken and eae spread over the 
floor. The outlay of $100 would have reme- 
died this condition of things but nothing 
whatever was done save to use this unsani- 
tary condition as a pry for the new building. 
This is again being attempted. Now why is 
this condition allowed to continue! 

I would invite Mrs. Cross to inspect the 
new sanitaries in our Town Hall. She will 
find them in all respects equal to those of the 
Hotel Statler. Let her inspect the other 
changes now in process there, and note the 
enlarged room space and added conveniences. 
To secure these requires the ou of only 
$9000 or $10,000. A new Town Hall was not 
necessary to bring about these needed 
changes. 


Why scramble the eggs? 

These needs, as I stated “should and will 
be met’’, They could easily have been met a 
year ago; they were needed then as they are 
needed now; not a voice would have been 
raised in opposition, but NO, Mrs. Cross and 
her backers wanted a Junior High School and 
all that it involves, and this talk about un- 
sanitation and congestive school space was 
brought into the first-line trenches chiefly 
to do battle to this major proposition. 
They knew then, and they know now that 
unless they tie this Junior High School 
propositions with some vital need involving 
child health it stands not a ghost of a chance 
of success. 

What tipped the scale in favor of our 
$90,000 library? Why was not a children’s 
room aie ata saa cans as arene fs by 
Mr. Ripley in open Town Meeting? Sim 
Beckie, ie I painted opt at the time, thie 
same health appeal stressed in Mrs. Cross’ 
article of last week, was found by Mr. 
Fuess to be absolutely necessary to win his 
cause, and he was shrewd enough to employ 
it at that critical juncture when decision of 
the voters threatened defeat. He claimed 
that the room suggested by Mr. Ripley 
would be “damp” and a menace to the 
children’s health, The whole statement was 
bunk, but it carried because of this trump 


to prepare the Town to shoulder a proposi- 
tion having not the remotest connection with 
our children’s health. Therefore, to so write 
as to convey the impression that a low tax 
rate is of more importance to some of us 
than our children’s health is not only mis- 
leading but almost criminally false. 

Proper sanitation and ample classrooms 
are one thing; a Junior High School is an 
entirely distinct thing, and people of Andover 
will see this distinction if Mrs. Cross will not.

L. V. Roth to Give Historical Films 
Course 

The fifth annual film course in American 

History will be given in George Washington 

Auditorium after the Christmas vacation 

by Lawrence V. Roth. The films used will be 


the Yale Chronicles, produced by Yale} 


University. These photo-plays were the 
gift to Phillips Academy by a friend of the 
school. Last year the film course was most 
popular with the students and townpeople 
who are also invited. The attendance often 
reached six hundred. 

The film shown last year featured explora- 
tion and frontier settlement with one excep- 
tion. The plays were “Columbus”, “The 
Frontier Woman”, “Daniel Boone”, “ Vin- 
cennes” and “The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.” 

This year’s course will feature colonial 
settlement. The films will be: “ Jamestown”, 
“The Pilgrims”, “The Puritans”, and 
“Peter Stuyvesant”. An extra film, “ Alex- 
ander Hamilton”, will also be shown, Be- 
fore each film is shown Mr. Roth will give 
a brief talk of about fifteen minutes showing 
the historical setting for the photo-play. 

“Jamestown” depicts the first successful 
settlement of the English in North America, 
featuring such characters as Sir Thomas 
Hale, John Rolfe and Pocahontas. “The 
Pilgrims” feature such fascinating person- 
ages in our history as William Brewster, 
William Bradford, John Carver, Priscilla 
Mullens, John Alden, Miles Standish and 
Samoset. 

“The Puritans” deals with the settlement 
at Boston the three hundredth anniversary 
of which will be held in 1930. The characters 
are Governor Winthrop, John Cotton, 
Archbishop of Canterbury Land, Roger 
Williams, Anne Hutchinson and Sir Harry 
Vane. 

“Peter Stuyvesant” deals with the Dutch 
Colony at New Amsterdam, now New York. 
This film, one of the most charming of all 
the Yale Chronicles, features Peter Stuy- 
vesant, Charles II, King of England, James, 
Duke of York, and Lord Clarendon. 

“ Alexander Hamilton” is one of the more 
recent films produced. It reveals the import- 
ant period of the first administration of 
President George Washington when the 
experiment in democracy was on trial. The 
characters are Alexander Hamilton, George 
Washington, Martha Washington, and Eliza- 
beth Schuyler. 

Mr. Roth aims to feature one picture each 
year dealing with the events in the life of 
George Washington to whose memory the 
Auditorium is dedicated. 

The Yale Corporation has produced fifteen 
films thus far. Phillips Academy is most 
fortunate to own these films. About twenty 
more films are to be produced dealing with 
the other periods of American History. 

The fifth annual film course will begin the 
first Wednesday after the Christmas vaca- 
tion. The photoplays will be shown each 
Wednesday evening at seven o’clock sharp. 
The first film in the course will be ‘ James- 
town.”

America’s Greatest Garden 


Edward I. Farrington, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural society, was 
the speaker at the meeting of the Phillips 
club held at Peabody house on Mon- 
day evening. His talk on the Arnold arbore- 
tum, known as “ America’s Greatest Garden” 
was illustrated with many beautiful colored, 


,antern slides, 


The Arnold arboretum is not a museum of 
trees and shrubs but a beautiful piece of 
landscape work with the planting scien- 
tifically arranged so that beside being pleas- 
ing to the eye, it is an excellent place for the 
study of such trees and shrubs, brought from 
all over the world, as can be grown in this 
climate. 

Mr. Farrington told how the Arboretum 
started with the gift of $100,000 made by 
James Arnold of New Bedford to Harvard 
college, of the fifty years devoted service of 
Professor C, S, Sargent, and the interesting 
experiences of Mr. Wilson, the greatest 
plant-hunter in the world, who from far 
places has brought back countless treasures 
to beautify not only the arboretum but 
thousands of home gardens as well. The story 
of his adventures in securing the bulbs of 
the regal lily is one of the most romantic 
in the annals of plant-hunting. 

The display of lilacs, cherry and crab 
apple trees in bloom has sometimes at- 
tracted as many as ten or fifteen thousand 
visitors on a Sunday, The recent severe 
trimming of the lilacs has temporarily 
curtailed this display, The planting of 
azaleas on the slope of Buzzey hill is in- 
creased each year, and it is expected that 
their number will eventually reach 200 or 
300 thousand, 

The colored slides with which the lecture 
was illustrated included pictures of the 
lilacs, cherry and crab apple trees, the regal 
lilies and many varieties of evergreens,

children between the ages of four and six, 
less than one-fifth of whom are in kinder- 
garten. Massachusetts ranks fourteenth 
among the states in the number of children 
in kindergarten. 

Kindergarten, through its training in 
self-control, its introduction to school hours 
and school habits, and its enrichment of 
experience furnishes the best possible founda- 
tion for the work of the primary grades. 


Kindergartens help reduce the percentage 
of non-promotion from first to second grade, 
and thus pay for themselves, in actual 
dollars and cents.

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[Baber-Toothed Tiger 
Victim of Toothache 


Studies being carried on at the Los 
Angeles museum show that the saber- 
tooth tiger traditionally associated 
with the struggles of early man, had 
tooth disturbances, which they bore 
without the benefits of painless den- 
tistry. 

More than 1,000 jaws of this mighty 
feline are in the possession of the 
museum and some thirty observations 
are being made on each jaw. A diffi- 
culty ia the work {ts that so many 
teeth dropped out after the animals 
left thelr oones In the asphalt pits, at 
Rancho la Brea. Scarcely a_ half 
dozen jaws In the whole 1,000 possess 
full complements of teeth. 

Caries, or tooth cavities, have not 
been fcund fn the saber-tooth jaw, al- 
though there are many jaws where 
the teeth are greatly worn. Pyorrhea 
is probably present, but rare. Im 
paction, the bane of modern human 
“wisdom-tooth” sufferers, {s  :learl) 
shown In jaws of the saber-tooth 
Alveolar abscesses show clear in some 
of the X-rays. 

Dead teeth are known tn which the 
root-canal ts filled in. The root itself 
becoines bulbous and acyulres exces 
sive growths. as In i:uman teeth. The 
dead teeth are always blackened.— 
Kansas City Star’s Sclence Service. 


Wedding Cake Made 
Symbolic by Romans 


Some one has credited the invention 
of cakes to a certain Thearion, a 
baker, who lived in Sicily in the Fifth 
century B. ©. Certain it ls that the 
Romans were extremely fond of 
pastry. Cakes or “gulettes” appeared 
on the altars, at the tables of the 
wealthy, and in the scanty repasts of 
the poor. When the Romans invaded 
England they took with them the cus- 
tom of breaking a cake or biscuit over 
the bride’s head. 

The fragments were picked up and 
given her to distribute among her 
friends, The custom betokened frult 
fulness, hospitality and prosperity and 
was in vogue many centuries after the 
Romans left Englund. Wedding cakes 
came to be composed of many rich 
and aromatic ingredients and were 
crowned with an icing of sugar and 
bitter almonds—emblematical, it was 
sald, of the mingled pleasure and pain 
that attends murried life. 

The Teutonic puguns also bad thelr 
customs of offering Yule cakes of fine 
flour sweetened with honey to the god 
Thor, which in time became our 
Christmas plum cuke.

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS CARRIERS IN NEED 
OF SYMPATHETIC STUDY OF THEIR PROBLEMS 


Railroad Managements Are Increasing and Improving Service and Are Operating with a 
Maximum of Efficiency — These Gains Have Been Made in Face of 
Declining Freight and Passenger Traffic 


Babson Park, Massachusetts. December 
14, 1928, 

“The railroads of this-country stand in 
the position of reformed sinners. The old 
‘public be damned’ policy which they 
followed thirty years ago has brought 
them very severe punishment. As a result 
of it they have nearly been legislated out 
of existence. In the past fifteen years the 
railroads have been the prize political 
football of both parties. the public has 
stood by eagerly awaiting for a chance to 
give an added kick when the opportunity 
offered. 

“ Now, however, the railroads have learned 
their bitter lesson and are earnestly and 
efficiently serving the public interests. 
They still labor under the most stringent 
regulations inflicted upon any business in 
the country. Being in the nature of a public 
ad they must of course be regulated, 
but there is a point where regulation can 
be carried so far as to become destruction. 
That is not in the best interests of American 
business or of the American people. 

“In spite of the motor trucks, motor 
coaches, airplanes, and automobiles, the 
railroads are still the backbone of our 
transportation system. Anything which 
cripples their efficiency will cripple busi- 
ness. Unless they are allowed sufficient 
revenues to make their necessary purchases, 
great industries will suffer. Last year they 
spent $1,395,000,000 in the purchase of 
fuel, materials, and supplies. In the past 
five years they have spent nearly seven 
and one half billions of dollars in this way. 
Aside from the question of good transpor- 
tation service, which is of course vital to 
business prosperity, we can ill afford to 
jeopardize an industry with a purchasing 
power in excess of $1,300,000,000 a year. 


Increased Railroad Efficiency 

“The results of the past three years prove 
conclusively that our railroad managements 
are tending strictly to business. They are 
increasing and improving service to the 
public and are operating with a maximum 
of efficiency. A few operating records may 
be cited to illustrate this point: 

“First, freight service has been vastly 
improved. The car miles run per freight 
car day show an almost continuous advance 
since 1923. They averaged 30 7-10 miles 
in the first nine months of 1928 compared 
with 27 6-10 miles five years ago. The 
average s of freight trains has risen 
from 10 8-10 miles per hour to 12 9-10 
miles. Probably the most important gain 
in efficiency, however, is the 42 per cent 
increase in gross ton miles per train hour. 

“Second, the roads have instituted great 
economies in operation while providing 
increased service. The fuel consumed per 
thousand gross ton miles in freight service 
has been reduced from 161 pounds in 1923 
to 126 pounds in 1928, a saving of 22 pe 
cent. In the passenger train service fuel 
consumption has declined 24 per . cent. 

“Third, the roads have kept their loco- 
motives and cars in better condition. The 

roportion of freight locomotives suitable 
or service was 83 7-10 per cent in 1928 
compared with 77 3-10 per cent in 1923. 
The whole physical condition of the carriers 
is above the average of previous years. 
Achievement in the Face of Declining 


Revenues 


These gains in efficiency, economy and 
improved service have been made in the 
face of declining freight and passenger 
traffic. Revenues from passenger traffic 
for the first nine months of 1928 were near: 
7 per cent lower than last year, and wit 
the exception of 1923, passenger traffic

has shown a steady decrease each year since 
1920, It now seems probable that the 
assenger business of the roads for the 
ull year 1928 will be lower than in any year 
since 1909. Automobile and bus competi- 
tion have seriously cut into this business. 

“Also up to July of this year, the net 
ton miles of freight carried were less each 
month than in the same months of 1927. 
Revival of business activity during the 
Autumn brought about increases in freight, 
and car loadings have run moderately 
ahead of 1927 during the past few months. 
Nevertheless, the total freight traffic for 
the first nine months of the current year 
was 2 3-10 per cent lower than 1927 and 
2 2-10 per cent lower than in 1926. 

“At the same time wages have continued 
to rise. Ave earnings for all classes 
of railroad employees during the first eight 
months of 1928 were 1 3-10 cents per hour 
greater than in the same period last year. 
This means that the roads had to pay out 


$60,000,000 more in wages. Although total® attitude of the public is hostile. 


taxes of the roads show a slight reduction 
in 1928, they have not declined as much 
as gross operating revenues. Hence, in the 
first nine months of the present year 6 3-10 
cents out of every dollar of revenue went 
for taxes compared with 6 1-10 in the same 
period of 1927, and around 4 4-10 cents 
ten years ago. 

“The only reason why the railroads have 
been able to prevent serious losses in their 
net income has been their remarkable 
achievement in increasing operating efficiency 
and reducing costs. Total gross revenue 
in the first three-quarters of this year de- 
clined $124,000,000. The total net income, 
however, increased $10,000,000. 

“The very serious question arises as to 
how much longer the reduction in railroad 
traffic, both passenger and freight, can go 
on, and still be offset by increased efficiency 
of operation and lower costs. In other 
words, can the railroads do much more 
than they have already done in the way 
of efficiency to enable them to maintain 
their net income against declining gross. 
In the past month or two gross earnings 
have increased, but the long-term trend 
has been toward lower rather than higher 
levels, This is a vital problem which busi- 
ness, investors and the American public 
at large will have to face. 


Political Difficulties Block Rate Increase 
“For a long time it has been known to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission that 
the rate schedule in the Northwest was 
totally inadequate. They have been trying 
earnestly to increase the rates in this section. 
Politi conditions have intervened to 
revent such action. The Hoch-Smith 
esolution is a case in “point. Much has 
been said regarding the beneficial effect 
on the roads should the United States 
Supreme Court decide favorably in the 
O’Fallon case. Even assuming that the 
decision were favorable and the valuation 
raised approximately 25 per cent, this does 
not mean that freight rates sould be ad- 
vanced so as to pay 5 3-4'per cent on the 
higher valuation. Theoretically that would 
be possible and would produce additional 
net earnings to the roads a ountitg to 
$300,000,000. Practically, however, politics

Consolidation Long Drawn Out Process 

“Past experience with railroad consoli- 
dation plans shows clearly that this is a 
very complicated problem and will require 
a long time to settle. The present Trans- 
portation Act has within it certain incon- 
sistencies which make it practically impos- 
sible for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to carry out its mandates. The questions 
of including short lines, maintaining com- 
petition, conflicts between the railroad 
Management and the Commission on the 
best groupings, and many other stumbling 
blocks lie in the path of the consolidation 
movement. 

“What the roads need more than any- 
thing else is a sympathetic attitude on the 
part of the public in working out a practical 
solution for their problems. Congress is 
guided absolutely by public sentiment. It 
will continue to hamper and restrict the 
railroads in various ways as long as the 

Towever, 
when the business interests of the country, 
the farmers, and the public generally, in a 
spirit of enlightened self-interest, insist 
on fair play for the railroads these questions 
will be solved.

Making Street Cars Noiseless 


Among the many ideas advanced for the 
purpose of reducing noises in street cars, a 
number have been adopted which give prom- 
ise of success to a large degree. 

One of the ideas which has been tried out 
with good results is on the gears which trans- 
mit the power from the motor to the wheel. 
One street railway company has cut,a groove 
on the inside of the master gear and filled 
this groove with molten lead. This has re- 
duced the ringing noise, due to gear action, 
to a minimum, 

The next step was to stop the noise as 
much as ible coming from the motor 
itself. This was done by placing gaskets of a 
sound-absorbing composition on the vent- 
ilation cover and other parts of the casing. 
Next, a heavy rubber pad, five inches in 
thickness, was placed between the center 
bearing and truck bolster to prevent motor 
vibration noises from being carried up into 
the body of the car. , as a further pro- 
tection, several layers of rubber were placed 
between the car body and the under-frame. 

The car body itself was treated by means 
of an accoustical cloth, three-quarters of an 
inch thick, in which goat’s hair is a principal 
component. This is laid between the flooring 
base and the flooring itself, and on top of the 
flooring is laid a composition material im- 
pervious to moisture and having a surface 
possessing non-slip characteristics 

The result of these treatments has been 
the production of a car which is not onl 
more comfortable to ride in, but affords 
almost noiseless operation.
